Interesting Discovery in Pueblo Ruin 
in New Mexico Has Recently 
Been Made.

The most satisfactory event to mark 
so far the work of the American Mu­ 
seum of Natural History in its exca­ 
vation of the Pueblo ruin at Aztec, N. 
M.t is tl\e recent discovery of what was 
evidently the holiest shrine of this pre­ 
historic people, records Popular Me­ 
chanics Magazine. 
It takes the form 
of a room, bare of furniture, but in 
perfect condition. The walls are plas­ 
tered, and are painted in a glaring 
white with dull red borders and a 
frieze of triangular designs. 
On tlio 
ceiling beams are strange marks made 
by rubbing the palm and fingers in 
white paint, and then pressing them 
upon the wood. # From these beams 
Lang several strands of beautifully 
made rope, presumably for the support 
of some sacred objects. 
On the ceil­ 
ing, too, is carved a serpent, two and 
one-half feet in length, and in design 
unlike anything known to the archeolo- 
gists in charge.

Specifications 
Determined 
by 
Thorough Investigation by 
Bureau of Markets. 


GRADE FANCY RECOMMENDED 


Largò 
Percentage 
of 
Crop 
Should 
Meet Requirements of Grade No. 


1— Defective Stock, When Pres, 
ent, Must Be Removed. 


Standard grades for potatoes were 
recommended by the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture and the United 
States food - administration on Sep­ 
tember 10, 1017. 
The specifications 
were determined by thorough investi­ 
gations conducted by the bureau of 
markets of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture. 


In order to reduce waste and con­ 
serve transportation facilities during 
the war emergency the food adminis­ 
tration issued a rule, effective ¿«mi- 
‘ ary 31, 1918, requiring tne usejaf the 
United States potato grades by li­ 
censed dealers. 
The results obtained 
were so satisfactory that when this 
regulation was canceled on December 
10, 101S, the use of the grades, to a 
large extent, was continued volun­ 
tarily. The universal use of the stand­ 
ards during the war emergency afford­ 
ed the investigators of the bureau of 
markets an excellent opportunity to 
study in detail the various specifica­ 
tions, 
and 
determine whether 
any 
changes were desirable. 
As a result, 
a few changes were recommended on 
February 10, 1910. 


Because of the large, bri?*ht, smooth 
potatoes grown in some regions, espe­ 
cially in 
sections 
of 
the 
western 
states, those interested demanded a 
grade with higher requirements than 
those of United States grade No. 1, in 
order to provide for stock of high 
quality, which is sold to a special Hass 
of trade. 
To meet this demand, the 
United States grade Fancy now is rec­ 
ommended. 
in 
addition 
to 
United 
States grade No, 1 and United States 
grade No. 2. 


Tills recommendation does not mean 
that all crops of potatoes should be 
sorted into three grades. A large per­ 
centage of the commercial crop in 
most of the potato-producing sections 
of the country should inept the re­ 
quirements of United States grade No. 
1, and this grade will provide for most 
of the trade demands. 
Potatoes of 
better than average quality can he 
carefully graded and sold as United 
States grade Fancy, while smaller po­ 
tatoes, or those of inferior quality, 


, can be marketed as United States 
grade No. 2. It is probable that many 
of the commercial potato-producing 
sections will have little use for the 
United States grade Fancy. 


Observations made in the producing 
sections show that there is a ten­ 
dency to regard sizing as the only es­ 
sential to proper grading. 
It should 
be emphasized that, in addition to 


disease, insects, or mechanical or oth­ 
er means. 


The diameter of the potatoes of the 
round varieties shall not bo less than 
one and seven-eighths inches, and of 
potatoes of long varieties one and 
thrce-fQurths Inches. 


In order to allow for variations in­ 
cident 
to commercial 
grading and 
handling, 5 per centum by weight of 
any lot may be under the prescribed 
size, and, in addition, G per centum 
by weight of any such lot may be be- 
low the remaining requirements of 
this grade; but not more than one- 
third of such G per centum, that is to 
say, not more than 2 per centum by 
weight of the entire lot, may have the 
flesh injured by soft rot* 


United States Grade No. 2, 


This grade shall consist of potatoes 
of similar varietal characteristics which 
are practically free from frost injury 
and soft rot, and which are free from 
serious damage caused by sunburn, 
cuts, scab, blight, dry rot. or other dis­ 
ease. insects, or mechanical or other 
means. 


The diameter of potatoes of this 
grade shall not be less than one and 
one-half inches. 


In order to allow for variations in­ 
cident 
to 
commercial 
grading 
and 
handling 5 per centum by weight of 
any lot may be under the prescribed 
size. and. in addition, G per centum 
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Potatoes in Storage Snouid Be Kept 
at a Temperature of About 30 De­ 
grees F.

Definition of Grade Terms. 


As used in these grades: 
"Mature” means that the outer skin

“Bright“ means free from dirt or 
other foreign matter, damage or dis­ 
coloration from any cause, to an ex­ 
tent such that the outer skin (epi­ 
dermis) has the attractive color nor­ 
mal for the variety. 


“Smooth” means free from second- 
growth, growth crack, and other ab­ 
normally rough surfaces. 


“Well shaped“ means the normal, 
typical shape for the variety in the 
district where grown, and free from 
pointed, dumb-bell shaped, excessive­ 
ly elongated and other ill-formed po­ 
tatoes. 


“Free” means that neither the ap­ 
pearance nor the physical structure 
lias been appreciably damaged by the 
causes mentioned. 


“Diameter” means the greatest di­ 
mension at right angles to the longi­ 
tudinal axis. 


“Soft rot” means a soft, mushy con­ 
dition of the tissues from whatever 
,*«r* , ^ 
cause. 


“Practically free” means that the 
appearance shallvnot be injured to an 
extent readily apparent upon casual 
examination of the Lot, and that any 
damage from 
the causes mentioned 
can bo removed by the ordinary proc­ 
ess of paring without appreciable in­ 
crease in waste over that which would 
occur if the potato were perfect. Loss 
of outer skin (epidermis) only shall 
not be considered as an injury to the 
appearance. 


“Free from serious damage” means 
that any damage from the 
causes 
mentioned can be removed by the or­ 
dinary processes of paring without In­ 
crease in waste of more than 10 per 
centum by weight over that which 
would occur if the potato, were per* 
feet. 


RELEASE DAIRY COWS QUICK 


Jerk of Lever Unties Animals In Barn 
at Soldiers' Home Farm Near 
Washington. 


There is in practice at the Unltefc 
States soldiers* home dairy farm in 
Washington. D. C.. a method by which 
every cow on either side of the barn 
may, in case of fire, be released by 
the jerk of a lever. 
Each cow is tied 
by a chain, the last link of which is 
fitted over a projection of a rod which 
extends along the entire length of the 
manger and is connected with a lever 
at either end. 
When this lever is pull­ 
ed the projections of the rod Into each 
chain are drawn out and all of the 
cows are released. 
A surprise fire 
drill is given about once a month. 
At 
one of these drills recently 125 cows 
were taken from the barns in less than 
two minutes, which is a good record.

burg town clock has failed to strike. Run- 
ning almost continuously since its install- 
ations in 1867, this old timepiece has toll- 
ed out hour after hour from its historic 
tower and has kept Gettysburgiixns in con- 
stant touch with the passage of time, but 
last month the strain of so many years oi 
labor became too heavy and the old clock 
was at last forced to acknowledge defeat 
and break down completely.

He was 


elected to the office he sought and fulfill- 
ed the promise he had made to the vot- 
ers. 
The clock waa installed in the tow- 


er of the court house which four years be- 
fore had been struck by a shrapnel shell, 
during the heat of the battle of Gettys- 
burg. After 52 years of almost continu- 
ous service however the old clock decid- 
ed it had done its share of work and ab 
solutely refused to raise another hand un- 
til the people appreciated its efforts and 
conducted an overhauling.

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AMES ABRAM GARFIELD was the 
latest and, it is fairly safe to sny, 
the last of the presidents born and 
bred in log cabins. Notwithstanding 
that humble state, he was one of the 
half-dozen scholarly men who have sat 
In the presidential chair. 


Garfield is the only president who 
was present at his own nomination. 
The presidential lightning struck him 
as he sat in his seat in that most ex­ 
traordinary and exciting national con­ 
vention which met at Chicago in 38S0. 
All the nSlahvartn clans, believing with 
a St. Louis editor that there was “one 
more president in the bloody shirt,” 
seized upon the great name of Grant, 
and under the banner of the “Hero of

O; 
Q 
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James A. Garfield. 


Appomattox” they rallied against the 
•‘Half 
Breeds” 
who 
followed 
“the 
Plumed Knight,” Janies G. Blaine of 
Maine. 


The rival champions in that remark­ 
able tournament at Chicago were Ros- 
soe Conkfcng, chieftain of the “Stal­ 
warts,” and James A. Gartiekl of Ohio, 
the spokesman of the “Half Breeds,” 
although he was restrained from di­ 
rectly supporting Blaine by the instruc­ 
tion» of his state in favor of the nomi­ 
nation of John Sherman. 
Conkling, a 
handsome fop, carefully studied the 
right moment to make his theatrical 
entry upon the stage the first day, 
drawing the applause a» he advanced 
down the aisle with his “grandiloquent 
Swell, his majestic supereminent, over­ 
powering, turkey gobbler strut,” which 
Blaine had held up to the laughter of 
congress years before In a never-to-be- 
forgiven speech. 
The next day Gar­ 
field took his revenge by entering while 
Conkling was speaking, and the wel­ 
coming cheers drowned the voice of 
the indignant speaker. 
On the third 
day the two came to grips in a de­ 
bate and the Ohioan scored on the New 
Yorker, 


While the gallery still was cheer­ 
ing the victor in Xlmt round, Conkling 
wrote on the margin of a newspaper 
and sent to Garfield a mocking sugges­ 
tion that he was playing to the gal­ 
lery in his own interest: 
”1 congrat­ 
ulate you on being a dark horse!” 


In truth Garfield could not rise in 
tho convention without helping him­ 
self more than he helped Sherman, 
who never had a chance to win. As 
ballot after ballot was taken, It be­ 
came plain that neither tho “immortal 
•JOG” who followed Grant nor the deaf­ 
ening cheers which his name evoked 
could overcome the prejudice against 
a tliinl term in the White House, and Jt 
was made equally plain that this “OJd 
Guard” 
never 
would 
surrender 
to | 
Blaine, 


A new candidate was necessary If 
the convention was not to fall to 
pieces in factions. 
One solitary vote 
for Garfield on most of the ballots had 
continued to point the finger of des- 
fjny at him. 
Wisconsin pointed all her 
fingers in his direction when her dele­ 
gation broke to him on the thirty- 
fourth ballot, 


Garfield rose with pallid face and 
3ry Ups to a point of order. 
But Sen­ 
ator Iioar of Massachusetts, who was 
;n the chair, rapped him down. 
In two 
inore ballots be was nominated by a 
combination of the Blaine and Sher­ 
man jnen, 


In the midst of tho uproar the nomi- ( 


fieo sat Bmp and jJorsplrJng in his seat. 
'•Get ino out of here,” he faintly whis­ 
pered to his seatmate, Kx-Go’^rnor 
I oster of Ohio, 


AMES A. GAItFIIOLD fell a sacri­ 
fice to the spirit of faction and of 
the spoils system. 
Although this gen­ 
tle, kindly man* was not of the heroic 
stuff that martyrs are made of, his 
blood became tho seed of better things 
in our politics. 


Rarely if over has a president taken 
up the burden of the office with a larg­ 
er measure of good will from the peo­ 
ple, regardless of party and of fac­ 
tion, than flowed out to Garfield as he 
stood on the steps of the capltol in 
tho sunshine of his inaugural day, tho 
picture of robust American manhood 
In its prfmo. 
Ilis first kiss, after kiss­ 
ing the Bible in the presence of a 
multitude of witnesses, was for tho 
aged mother, who, in a forest hut, had 
started him on his way to the White 
House and who held a place of honor 
beside the schoolmate sweetheart who 
had been his faithful companion all 
along the road. 


“ ‘One thing though lackest yet,’ and 
that is a slight ossification of the 
heart,” John Ilay had written to the 
president-elect. 
This lack was fatal. 
Had his heart been harder, Garfield 
would have made his administration 
wholly his own, lifting it above fac­ 
tions, and he might have lived through 
a prosperous term, 
Instead, he re­ 
mained his few months in the White 
IIousg what he had been in congress, 
a lieutenant of Blaine, whom he ap­ 
pointed to the secretaryship of state— 
“with the love of a comradeship of 
eighteen years”—and who became at 
once the power behind the throne. 


The only president to step directly 
from the capltol to the White House, 
he was without executive experience or 
tastes. 
His whole training had been 
to debate and compromise, not to act 
or decide on his sole responsibility. 


Garfield himself was rather 'indiffer­ 
ent to factions, liking to get along with 
all men. 
He appreciated Conkling’s 
reluctant but timely support in the 
campaign and invited him out to Men­ 
tor in the winter to talk over the New 
York patronage, 
lie thought of invit­ 
ing him into the cabinet* itself, until 
Blaine whispered no. 


Less than three weeks after he took 
his seat, Garfield told the senator that 
he was not yet ready to consider the 
question of filling tne New York of­ 
fices. 
Only 48 hours Afterward, he fill­ 
ed them, nominating for the highest of 
those offices Blaine’s best friend and 
Conkling’s worst enemy in New York. 


With Garfield’s hand, Blaine had 
thrown down the 
gauntlet 
to 
the 
haughty chieftain of the “Stalwart” 
clan and a duel of factions was on in 
blind fury. 
The administration sue* 
ceeded in beating Conkling In the sen­ 
ate, where lie opposed the confirma­ 
tion of the offensive nominee. 
But the 
senator and his colleague, Thomas C. 


L ucretla 
R. 
Garfield, 


Platt, resigned their seats w d appeal­ 
ed to the New York legislature to re­ 
elect them as a vindication of their 
course. 


When the conflict was bitterest and 
when the “Stalwarts” were losing, at 
Albany, a disappointed place hunter at 
Washington, Charles J. Guiteau, con­ 
ceived the mad idea of saving the sit­ 
uation with a pistol shot, and he posted 
himself at the railway station, where 
his victim was to take a train for Mas­ 
sachusetts, The president was going 
b#ck to Williams college, the goal of 
his struggling youth, and was smiling 
like a boy off for n vacation as he 
entered the waiting room at the rail­ 
way station with Blaine at his side. 
In two flashes of a revolver he fell.

Products of the Vineyards Are in 
8lg Demand, Says the 
Federal Government. 


FRUIT FINDS NEW OUTLETS 


Makers of Unfermented Juice, Jams 
and Jellies Are Utilizing an In­ 
creasing Tonnage Each Year— 
Co-operate Handling Crop. 


Washington.—Aside from California, 
the grape-growing industry in 
the 
United States promises soon to become 
of even greater importance than in 
the days before the making of wine 
was prohibited, according to an an­ 
nouncement just made by the United 
Slates department of agriculture. A 
big demand has developed for grape 
products and the shipments of grapes 
last year were the largest for the last 
four seasons under review. 
It is even1 
predicted that within a few years an­ 
nual production of grapes will not 
adequately supply the table stock and 
the unfermented juice, jam and jelly 
trade. 


“While grapes may be produced al­ 
most anywhere,’1 says a bulletin from 
the department, “there are, it seems, 
only a few districts where all the 
factors of sod and climate favor suc­ 
cessful commercial production.” 


It is pointed out that the extensive 
grape-growing industry of central and 
southern California is not included in 
the article, which is limited to sec­ 
tions producing the eastern or Amer­ 
ican type of grapes. 


Michigan Growers Wise.* 


The surplus production in the years 
between 1002 and 190S stimulated tfte 
grape-pressing industry, including un-

fermented and fermented grape juice 
or wine,” the bulletin snys. 
“It is In­ 
teresting to note that while the ten­ 
dency up to that time had been from 
wine-grape production to ta^ble-stock 
production, the tendency changed be­ 
tween .¿004 and 1918, and more and 
more of the tonnage was used for 
wine and uni^rmented grape juice. 


“The 
requirements 
of 
stock 
for 
pressing are so much lower than those 
for table stock that a gradual letting 
down In the quality of the pack and 
in rhe efficiency of distribution was 
noticeable in New York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio during these years. 
Michi­ 
gan, however, built up an extensive 
trade for table stock packed in four- 
quart baskets. 
At the present time, 
when prohibition legislation has cut 
off the old-time wine outlets, that sec­ 
tion is in much better marketing po­ 
sition than certain grape producing re­ 
gions in New York and Ohio. 


“In those regions which specialize In 
grape 
culture, 
certain 
well-defined 
channels of trade have become estab­ 
lished. 
It is the usual custom in such 
localities for vineyardltes to sell their 
grapes in wagonload lots to local deal­ 
ers, or carlot assemblers at their load­ 
ing stations, at the current market 
price, the contract system being very 
uncommon. 
Th^se local dealers load 
the cars and sell to carlot receivers in 
city markets, who in turn sell to job­ 
bers. 
Then the fruit passes to the 
retail trade and finally reaches the 
consumers. 


Co-operative Associations. 


“Because of the firm market posi­ 


tion occupied by tills cofti modify in the 
leading producing sections of New 
York, Michigan and Pennsylvania dur 
ing the past few years, local dealers 
have been able to dispose -of practi­ 
cally all offerings on a f. o. b. basis 
by wire’ orders, so that consignment 
has. been the exception rather than 
the rule. 


“Co-operative shipping associations 
have been found to be most Success­ 
ful when, handling crops of which a 
few standard varieties ripen about the 
same time. 
Thus they have proved 
of great value in the grape Industry 
in Michigan and aklso in the leading 
grape-producing sections of New York, 
Pennsylvania and the Missouri valley. 
Tho co-operative association takes the 
place of the local dealer, the associa­ 
tion receiving the grapes direct from 
the producer on wire orders, to city 
carlot receivers. 
An additional fac­ 
tor, a national distributing agency, 
sometimes comes between the" local 
buyer or the co-operative association 
and the city carlot receiver.” 


Relative to the future of the grape 
industry, 
the 
government 
bulletin 
says: 


“The 
production 
of 
unfermented 
grape juice and of jams and jellies is 
utilizing an increasing tonnage each 
year and will do much toward using 
the surplus left by the cessation rtf 
wine frroduction* 
These factories usu­ 
ally buy their supplies direct from the 
producer on advance contracts, agree­ 
ing to pay the current market price 
on the day of delivery. 
This method 
of sale is satisfactory from the stand­ 
point of the producer, and, as the de­ 
mand for manufactured grape prod­ 
ucts at present exceeds the supply, it 
is not unreasonable to suppose that in 
the not very distant future the annual 
production of grapes may not ade­ 
quately supply the table stock, and the 
juice, jam and jelly trade.”

Searchers for Buried Silver Are 
Sure to Fail. 


So Says Galveston Expert of Efforts 
to Find Wrecked Bullion 
Ship.

Loading a (Mncb rifle at Fishers’ 
island, just a few seconds before it 
fired a salute In honor of the Atlantic 
fleet. 


Galveston, 
Tex.—Searchers 
after 
buried silver on the mainland oppo­ 
site Pete island, 18 miles southeast of 
Corpus Christ I, Tex., probably are 
doomed to disappointment, in the opin­ 
ion of Dr. J. O. Dyer, a local writer 
on historical and scientific subjects. 
The , rush of treasure seekers began 
with the discovery recently of 2f> skel­ 
etons, popularly believed by many to 
be those of members of the crew of a 
Spanish treasure, ship which 
foun­ 
dered off the Texas coast early in the 
eighteenth century. No record is avail­ 
able of any such Wreck, 


The “life” of a skeleton burled in 
I ho sands of tjie beaches of the coastal 
country, Dr. Dyer points out, is nor 
over 40 years. 


lie also says treasure ships from 
Mexico to Spain were discontinued aft­ 
er 1820, partly because of the activi­ 
ties of Jean Laffite’s fleet of bucca­ 
neers. 


Even before that time the Spaniards 
tried to avoid excessive losses from 
storms and Lafilte’s fleet oi bucca­ 
neering 
vessels 
and 
f>0 
Spaniards 
transported less than -0 tons of silver 
bullion to the vessel. 


Then, the current rate In Mexico 
was approximately $10 a troy pound. 
The most valuable of all Laifite’s 
prizes, the Sevilla, carried only $150,- 
000 in specie. 


Laflite’s captured treasure, accord­ 
ing to the records extant, was buried 
in three caches. 
Two of these were 
located on Galveston island and the 
third on a small Island to the east, 
which was completely washed away 
during a storm in 1829. 


There have been many reports of 
the discovery on this coast of caches 
of coin or chests from trading ships 
containing from $3,000 to $15,000.

\\Ilk’ll recently was increased from #1 
to $10. 
If this tendency is continued, 
an American Jn the course of a few 
days’ journey, passing several fron­ 
tiers, may have to pay $80 to $50 in 
vises. 


For travelers of all nationalities 
however, the charge has been rapidly 


increasing during the last sjx months* 
The Germans began the high charges, 
demanding $5. Then Austria followed 
suit with the same charge and Hun­ 
gary anti othei; countries have lieen 
obJiged*to make like charges. Recause 
of the huge revenue

passports are severely examined, more 
so than in war time.

SHOT TIIROVGII IIKART 


Charles Wise* 12-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Wise, of York 
Springs, was shot through the body 
and almost instantly killed Sunday 
afternoon shortly after 1 o’clock, the 
ball coming from the rifle in th-2 hands 
of some ihiknown person. 
The bullet 
entered the left side of his back and 
passed through his pody, perforating 
his lungs and heart. 
Who discharged 
the rifle which caused his death has 
not been ascertained. 
With 
several 
other boys he wen't to the bottom own­ 
ed by P. H. Hershey, in the *3ast end 
of the town. 
The party had just cross­ 
ed the Codorus creek when the boy 
cried out, “Oh my back,1* and as the 
others looked toward him he sank to 
the ground. 
No shot was heard by the 
boys. 
Ilis companions carried him to 
his home, but he waTa dead before th£y 
arrived there. 
Chief Burgess Caslow 
and Constable Shu, with a number of 
other men, formed a searching party 
and scoured the bottom and neighbor­ 
hood, but were unsuccessful in their 
efforts to discover the source of the 
shot which ended the boy’s life.
